at ChHpan«ln£t>, causing a great kiss 
of iife and Injuring many persons. 
Details from the stricken district are 
very meager, but scattering reports re- 
ceived here indicate that probably SCO 
parsons were killed ami as many more 
injured. 
It is known tiiat the stalo 


capital, the pariah church anil niacy 
business houses and residences are in 
rains, and there is much suffering as 
a result of the awful seismic disturb- 
ance. Oa« of the edifices that suffered 
most was the federal tesegrapii office. 
Tlia telegraph lines and apparatus at 
Chihanclngo were badly damaged, but 
the employes, all of whom were unin- 
jured, quickly proceeded to erect aa 
improvised telegraph office on tho out- 
skirts of the city.

The earthquake was also intense at 


Ig-uala, in th-e state of Guerrero, de- 
stroying the parish church and many 
buildings in the city and neighbor- 
hood. Among the latter was the sugar 
mill of General Frisbie, an American. 
The in"!! had just been completed and 
fltte-d up with American machinery at 
a cost of $200,000. The property IOBS
